Neighbors said they heard the sound 
of shots in the Fitzgerald residence 
shortly after 2 o’clock. Fitzgerald dis- 
covered their bodies when he returned 
from work. Mrs. Jackson was lying 
across a bed, fully clothed with her 
hands folded across her breast and a 
pillow ‘under her head. Jackson was 


found lying face downward on the floor

Tragedy Carefully Planned. 

Police believed that the couple care- 
fully planned a suicide pact. Shortly 
after 1 o’clock, they asserted, Mrs. Jack- 
son called relatives in this city and told : 
them that she was despondent. Point- 
ing out that her husband had been out 
of work for almost a month and their 
money and food were almost gone, Mrs. 
Jackson declared that life seemed to 
hold little for them, police said. 

The couple were married in this city 
two years ago and came to live with 
the Fitzgerald; about three months 
ago. Jackson was employed as a watch- 
man at Gallinger Hospital and with 
his salary the couple were able to live 


Lcomfortably, Fitzgerald said. 


They seemed devoted to each other 
and during the day would go shopping 
downtown. They had often talked of 
the coming Christmas and were making 
plans to buy Christmas presents for 
their friends when Jackson was told 
that he was no longer needed at the 
hospital. He seemed confident that he 
would soon find another job, though, 
friends said, and each morning used to 
awaken early and start out in search 
of employment. 


Wife Sought Employment. 


Returning home after a day of dis- 
appointment he would be met by Mrs. 
Jackson who would comfort him and 
encourage him to believe that the next 
day he would have better luck. During 
the past week, however, the continued 
disappointments began to discourage 
them and Mrs. Jackson attempted to 
find employment. But she was grow- 
ing old #nd soon learned that she was 
not needed in any business. 

By this time the couple’s small bank 
account had become depleted and they 
began to economize on food. Yester- 
day Jackson started out to search for 
work before 8 o’clock. Everywhere he 
went he was told that he was not 
needed. 

He returned home about 1 o’clock 
and went immediately to the room 
where his wife was waiting. Police 
reconstructing the tragedy believe that 
the couple agreed that they would end 
their lives. Mrs. Jackson called her 
relatives while Jackson was loading his 
gun. Then she laid down on the bed 
folded her hands, closed her eyes while 
Jackson pressed the gun against her 
head and fired the shot which ended 
her life.

JURORS LOCKED UP: 
DEBATE SIX HOURS 


Judge Is Asked About 
Witness Who Changed 
His Testimony. 


NO VERDICT IN SIGHT, 
IS REPORT TO COURT 


Lawyers for Widow and the 
Poultry. Raiser Protest 
Clients’ Innocence. 


Mays Landing, N. J., Dec. 7 (A.P.).— 
Unable to arrive at a verdict after al- 
most six hours’ deliberation, the jury 
in the Lilliendahl murder case was or- 
dered locked up at 11:10 tonight until 
morning. 

The jurors, five women and seven 
men, were ordered by the court to be 
locked up in the bare jury room and 
told that the judge would be on the 
bench at 9:30 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing to receive their verdict if they had 
reached on by that time. 

The jury was called into court at 
11:08 and the defendants were there 
ahead of them. Mrs. Margaret Lillien- 
dahl, widow of the man she is accused 
of murdering, had passed the evening 
laughing and chatting with friends in 
the courtroom. Willis Beach, her re- 
puted lover and her codefendant, had 
been waiting in his cell. Both defen- 
dants showed extreme nervousness, 

“Have you reached a verdict?” Justice 
Campbell asked, and Mrs. Carrie Cal- 
kins, the silver-haired foreman, shook 
her head. 

Tension Is Relaxed. 

Mrs. Lilliendahl and Beach seemed to 
relax with the release of some inner 
tension and they both smiled with a 
seemingly strained grimace as the 
jurors were led back up stairs to con- 
tinue their deliberations throughout 
the night, the defendants were led to 
their cells. 

The courtroom remained filled with 
spectators all evening and when the 
jury failed to return a verdict the crowd 
filed: out with expressions of disap- 
pointment. 

When the jury Was called in to re- 
port progress shortly after 11 o’clock 
several of the jurors asked the judge 
whether or not Harry Sanderson, star 
witness for the State, could have been’ 
questioned further than he was by the 
State and defense. They were told that 
he could have been. 

Sanderson was. expected to testify 
that he had seen Beach running from 
the scene of the killing, but when he 
took the stand he said he could not 
identify Beach as the man he had seen. 

Later, he requested permission to re- 
turn to the stand and he then posi- 
tively identified Beach. Neither the 
State nor defense pressed him for rea- 
sons for his change of front. 

The entire day’s session, the ninth 
since the trial opened, was taken up 
with summations of opposing counsel 
and the judge’s charge. 

In his charge Justice Campbell told 
the jury that verdicts might be brought 
in declaring either or both defendants 
innocent of any degree of crime or 
guilty of first-degree murder, second- 
degree murder or manslaughter.

REED, OF MISSOURI,

Charges Go to Campaign 
Fund Committee and Fight 
on Vare Is Begun.

As predicted, the Senate yesterday 
voted to deny the oath to Frank L. 
Smith, senator-elect from Illinpis, and 
then prepared to administer the same 
treatment to William 8S. Vare, senator- 
elect from Pennsylvania. The vote re- 
fusing the oath of Smith was 50 to 32, 
with Republican lines split and all but 
five Democrats voting with their party. 

After the Smith case, for the moment 
disposed of, the Senate plunged into 
consideration of the Vare case and the 
expectation is that this will be decided 
today or tomorrow. The two Reeds. 
Senator Reed of Pennsylvania and Sen- 
ator Reed of Missouri, were pitted 
against each other during the late after- 
noon, with the former vigorously de- 
fending Vare’s right to be given the 
oath and the latter as ee op- 
posing it. 

Earlier in the day, Senator Borah 
made a determined and eloquent plea 
that the two men chosen by Illinois 
and Pennsylvania be accorded their 
right to be heard and have the oath 
administered to them, irrespective of 
whatever action the Senate might 
choose to take after fair play and full 
hearing. 


Robinson Offers Proposal. 


Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, replied to Senator Borah, and 
offered, on behalf of Senator Norris, an 
amendment to the original Norris reso- 
lution. This amendment provided. for 
submission of the Smith case to the 
Reed special committee, with the pro- 
viso that in the meantime the oath he 
not administered to Smith. 

Senator Reed of Missouri then in- 
dorsed Borah’s contention that Smith 
should not be denied the right of a full 
hearing and announced that he would 
move the adoption of an amendment 
giving Smith the privileges of the Sen- 
ate floor, for purposes of defending him- 
self, and also according him the right 
to defend himself before the committee 

Thus, the die was cast in advance of 
any test vote, for temporary disposition 
of the Smith case and, in all prohb- 
ability for disposition today or tomor- 
row of the Vare case. The original plan 
as outlined in the Norris resolution, of 
summarily eliminating Smith and Vare, 
without referring. the matter to any 
committee, was apparently abandoned.

The President advised the House and 
Senate, however, that a supplemental 
appropriation of $158,441,685 would be 
needed to meet deficits incurred by 
various Government agencies this year. 

The largest item in the new budget 
is for national defense, an appropria- 
tion of $645,000,000, as compared with 
a total of $625,000,000 available this 
year, being advocated.

The Republican National Convention 
will be held in Kansas City, beginning 
June 12. It was selected by the na- 
tional committee yesterday on the 
twentieth ballot and the presidential 
situation moved on toward a fight be- 
tween Hoover and Dawes as Charles 
Evans Hughes eliminated himself. 

Perfunctory unanimity followed the 
fina’ ballot on which Kansas City re- 
ceived 58 votes and San Francisco 39, 
with Chicago still holding to 1 and 
Detroit 4, but there was considerable 
bitterness that will not be removed in 
a day. The long balloting necessary to 
selection reflected the resentment at 
Chairman W. M. Butler’s active support 
of Kansas City and suggested the 
Democratic fracas at Madison Square 
Garden. It was the longest that the 
selection of a convention city had 
ever taken the Republicans. In 
the end Mr. Butler, opposed by 
two of his vice chairmen, Charles D. 
Hilles, of New York, and Ralph E. Wille 
iams, of Oregon, won, but there was no 
enthusiasm even on the part of those 
committeemen who voted for the wine 
ning city. 

The inability of Detroit, led by 
Charles E. Warren, and San Francisco, 
headed by Committeeman Willlam 8H. 
Crocker, to get together, made victory 
for Kansas City possible. 


San Francisco Takes Lead. 


On the first ballet San Francisco 
polled within twelve votes of victory 
and the second wtihin four. It kept 
within this range through the fourth 
ballot when it dropped back to 46 and 
from then until the end, although it 
came many times near to going over, 
it was an uphill] fight. At virtually 
any time Detroit, with ambitions to be 
the compromise choice, could have 
thrown the choice the California city’s 
way.

Kansas City started off with but 34 

votes, but steadily moved up to 6l, 
one less than a majority, on the nine- 
teenth ballot. Then it remained for 
Mrs. W. Bladen Lowndes, of nearby 
Maryland, to break with her colleague, 
the boss of the Eastern Shore, W. P. 
Jackson, and clinch the victory for 
Kansas City. Throughout the balloting 
Jackson had voted for San Francisco, 
and Mrs. Lowndes had echoed him. No 
one in the house was more surprised 
than Jackson when she failed to do so 
on the twentieth ballot. He ran over 
to see her, but his persuasion was of 
no avail. 
' The selection was considered to be 
about as neutral as could be made. 
Hoover will have the advantage of a 
friendly and powerful press, and the 
disadvantage of the enmity to him 
that has been created out there by Sen- 
ator James A. Reed. 


Dawes to Be Benefited. 


Dawes will be benefited by a Mise 
sour! delegation that will likely be une 
instructed and most certainly not un- 
friendly to him. Two of the four news- 
papers there, of lesser influence than 
the other two favoralbe to Hoover, are 
friendly to Dawes. 

In so far as Chairman Butler’s sup- 
port of the selection is concerned, he 
is believed to have had friendly gesture 
to the dissentient corn belt in mind, 
It is believed to be his thought that 
it will be the nominee who will get the 
real benefit.

Each 
song yesterday was a vocal treasure in 
itself, rounded, artistic, complete. Her 
program was judiciously chosen and 
arranged to foster and display her vocal 
ability to the best advantage. 

The lovely “Nozze di Figaro,” by 
Mozart, dainty and fascinating, was 
her first number, and it captured her 
audience at once. The reception given 
her was noticeably enthusiastic. With 
precise diction and artistic interpreta- 
tion, the prima donna favored her 
auditors with some remarkable planis- 
simo effects and trills as crystalline in 
purity, clarity and sweetness, even in 
the highest notes, as the lark-like 
notes of a boy soprano. Mozart's 
“Alleluia,” sung next, demonstrated 
anew her abiding knowledge of the 
works of that compositor. 

Again, in the German lieder, Miss 
Lewis showed what a thorough artist 
and charming singer she is, particu- 
larly in this field of vocalism. Two 
songs of Marx and Strauss’ “Standchen” 
in this group were admirably done, and 
after the Strauss number the applause 
was continued so long that Niss Lewis 
responded with an encore. 

In her single operatic selection Miss 
Lewis gave ample reason for her great 
progress. The aria was “Depuis ie 
Jour,” from the opera “‘Louise,” and she 
gave it a vivid reading, artistically con- 
ceived and exquisite in every nuance. 
Her other songs were “Clair de Lune,” 
by Zulc, and “Les Filles de Cadix,” Dy 
Delibes. 

De Gogorza, who opened the program 
with two Gretry numbers, “De ma 
Barque Legere” and “Chanson Bac- 
chique,” in his portion of the musicale 
gave a demonstration of veteran art, 
tone color of rare beauty and a firm 
command of the secrets of melody.

Like his fair cosinger of the day, 
German lieder were an open book to 
him and his impeccable diction in this 
language and in others used in his 
numbers were an added delight. With 
equal authority and clearness, he 
sings in.

The warmth of Brahms distinguished 
his group of German lieder and he put 
the ardent soul of a student and dev- 
otee of that master into his renditions 
of “Mainacht;” “Standchen” and the 
unforgettable “Meine Liebe ist Grun,” 
wherein the singer’s tone coloring for 
every mood was exhibited. 

The arioso, “Le Roi De Lahore,” by 
Massenet, was the most elaborate num- 
ber sung by De Gogorza. He brought 
out the greatest values in this classic 
with its rippling melody and proved 
that he, too, is a master of operatic art. 
When the audience would not be satis- 
fied without an encore he sang en- 
chantingly a number of Debussy’s, a 
dainty, restrained and melodious bailad. 

The group of Spanish folk songs re- 
minded us that De Gogorza, although 
American born, is of Spanish descent 
and has done much to spread a knowl- 
edge of the many fascinating Spanish 
songs, not only the art songs but the 
artless folk songs in which Spain is so 
rich. He infused a real devotional 
spirit into “El Rosario de la Virgen,” 
which was one of the most striking

REPORTS DELIVERED 
TO CLARK AND OTHERS 


Purpose of Surveillance Was 
to Prevent Any Meeting With 
Jurors, He States. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 
The testimony of Charles G. Ruddy, 
Philadelphia manager of the Burns In- 
ternational Detective Agency, who was 


sent to Washington to supervise the 
surveillance of the jury in the Fall- 
Sinclair conspiracy case, furnished the 
only high light yesterday in the trial 
of Harry F. Sinclair, Henry Mason Day, 
Sheldon Clark, William J. Burns, W. 
Sherman Burns and Charles L. Vietsch 
for contempt, growing out of the activi- 
ties of the detectives. 

Under direct examination by Ma} 
Payton Gordon, United States district 
attorney, Ruddy testified that some of 
the reports made by the Burns opera- 
tives had been delivered directly to 
Clark and others in his presence, and 
also stated that it was after Day had 
sought some means to determine the 
financial responsibility of Juror Kern 
that the investigation was made as to 
incumbrances upon the Kern home. 
No report on the Kern’s investigation 
had ever been made to Day either in 
wrtiing or personally, Ruddy said on 
the stand. The Government attorneys 
insisted, after the session of the court, 
that this evidence was in conflict with 
the answers made by Clark and Day, 
respectively, to the contempt citation. 

Ruddy also testified in detail and 
with emphasis to the fact that he was 
warned both by Day and W. Sherman 


Burns to take every precaution that 


would prevent any of the operatives 
from approaching any of the jurors 
The purpose of the Burns surveillance, 
as Ruddy told it in his testimony, was 
to prevent anybody else from approach- 
ing any of the jurors. 


Testifies on Routine Procedure. 


The remainder of his recital dealt 
for the most part with the routine 
procedure under which ke and his 
fellow operatives were sent to Wash- 
ington, where they lived, how they 
worked and the technical designations 
given them in the reports which he 
said in the majority of instances were 
turned over to Day at Ruddy’s apart- 
ment in the Wardman Park Hote) 
Ruddy also identified the “interested 
parties under an abnormal strain” 
mentioned in a letter he wrote to W 
Sherman Burns as applying to Day. 
Clark and the operatives who were at 
that time engaged on the case. 

After Ruddy had testified for a little 
more than an hour the remainder of 
the court session was devoted to read- 
ing into the record part of the reports 
made by the Burns operatives, all of 
them previously made public, which 
Ruddy identified as being among those 
turned over today. The reading will 
continue today prior t. the cross- 
examination of Ruddy and the exami- 
nation of other witnesses. 

Justice Siddons overruled several 
objections made by counsel for the 
respondents which were designed to 
limit Ruddy’s testimony to what had 
transpired between the witness” and 
Day. Exceptions were noted in each 
instance. The Court also held that 
arraignment of the respondents was 
not necessary in view of the fact that 
they had all come into court with 
answers to the contempt citation. 

The more important portions of 
Ruddy’s direct examination follow.

OF LIQUOR VIOLATIONS 


| Charges Against Moreland, of

missed at Trial. 


| Justice of the Peace Raymond 
| Moreland, of Colmar Manor, gne of the 
'two Prince Georges County officials 
charged in the last week with violation 
of the Federal liquor law, was cleared 


yesterday of allegations brought against 
him by William Slingman, of Colmar 
Manor, when Police Justice J. Chew 
Sheriff dismissed the charges at a hear- 
ing in the County Police Court of Hy- 
attsville. 

Constable Andrew Gasch, of Bladens- 
burg, the other county official, was un- 
der $500 bond yesterday, following a 
hearing Tuesday before United States 
Commissioner J. Frank Supplee, of Bal- 
timore, on charges of liquor possession 
preferred by Thomas L. Avant, of Col- 
mar Manor, who alleged that Gasch 
tried to “plant” the liquor on his prem- 
ises. 

Gasch, who denies the charges against 
him, will be given a further hearing 
before Comnfissioner Supplee Decem- 
ber 14. A warrant for his arrest for 
violation of the county liquor laws, 
sworn out before Justice of the Peace 
Moreland, will be served following the 
outcome of the Federal hearing, More- 
land said last night. 

The charges of possession of liquor 
and drunk and disorderly conduct pre- 
ferred against Moreland were dismissed 
yesterday when evidence was introduced 
at his hearing tending to prove that 
alleged liquor found in his home by 
county policemen was being held at 
the request of prohibition officers. Ad- 
ditional liquor alleged to have been 
found was less than a quart in quan- 
tity, an amount insufficient to convict 
for possession, under the county law. 
County officers were unable to testify 
positively that Moreland was drunk 
when arrested.

who offered to introduce him to a 
person who would pay $10,000 for a 
killing. He said he met the man 
again in Cincinnati several days later 

“He took me to a hotel,” Truesdale 
testified. “‘He introduced me to Mrs. 
Remus by the name of Charles and 
we didn’t stay there long that after- 
noon because she had people in the 
next room, but she told me to came 
back the next day at 3 o’clock. I went 
back by myself and talked to her again 
and she told me that I would get $10,- 
000 if I would kill Mr. Remus.” 


Says Dodge Was Named. 


“Tl asked her who this other party 
was who was concerned that would pay 
this money, and if he would give me 
any security, and she says, ‘I will vouch 
for him; his money is all right.’ After 
I talked to her a while she told me 
who it was. She said it was a man by 
the name of Franklin Dodge.

PHANTOM STABBER 
HURTS 25TH WOMAN 


Bridgeport Prowler Appears 
Every Three Months; Resi-

Rridgeport, Conn., Dec. 7 (A.P.).— 
This city’s phantom stabber got his 
twenty-fifth victim tonight when he 
lunged at Mrs. Estella Haupler in the 
darkness On Pequonnock street, and 
escaped.

Marshal Pilsudski, the Polish dicta- 
tor, is expected Friday, and Mynheer 
Van Blockland expects to have his re- 
port ready before the end of the pres- 
ent session of the council.

tion for his pluck, perseverance and 
the masterly manner in which he pre- 
sented his bill of accusation, which in- 
cluded charges of persecution of Lithu- 
anian clergymen in the Vilna districts 
and alleged conspiracies of the Polish 
State to overthrow the Lithuanian gov- 
ernment. 


Zaleski Offers His Hand. 


_ Later, when M. Zaleski, after spend- 
ing some time in defensive arguments 
against the Waldemaras charges, asked 
Lithtiania to forget the past and accept 
the Polish hand of friendship, M. Wal- 
demaras replied that he greatly appre- 
clated this offer but could not forget 
that several years ago in Paris President 
Paderewski of Poland also offered his 
hand in friendship, yet, within three 
weeks Gen. Zeligowski seized the old 
Lithuanian capital, Vilna, which is still 
in the hands of Poland. 

In pleading Poland’s side of the con- 
troversy and in denying the charges of 
Waldemaras, M. Zaleski assured the 
council that Poland desired only to 
dwell in peaceful relations with her 
neighbor, but found this difficult be- 
cause Lithuania insists that a state of 
war exists. between the two countries. 
Whatever else the council did, M. Za- 
leski said, he hoped it would insist on 
abolition of this technical state of war 
because it was the root of all the 
trouble between the two countries and 
if continued might develop into actual 
war which would engulf all Europe. 

M. Zaleski assailed Lithuania for mis- 
managing the port of Memel, whose 
laws were drawn up by a league com- 
mission headed by Norman H. Davis, 
Saying the port had fallen into a la- 
mentable state of economic decay. He 
expressed doubt as to whether the pow- 
ers were justified in giving Memel to 
Lithuania. 


Polish Troops on Move. 


Premier Waldemaras told the council 
that he had received information today 
that Polish troops had arrived within 
4 miles of the frontier ‘‘on the pretense” 
that Poland expected Lithuania to 
launch a military offensive tomorrow. 

This supposition was false, the 
Lithuanian premier declared, asking 
the council to appoint a commission of 
contrel to proceed immediately to the 
frontier to make an investigation. 

Premier Waldemaras then referred to 
the interview given recently to the 
Polish Telegraphic Agency by Marshal 
Pilsudski, the Polish premier, in which 
the latter said that he had spent a 
sleepless night trying to decide whether 
the Polish army should be mobilized 
against Lithuania. 

Waldemaras said that this proved 
Poland expected trouble to dev-'op 
from the Polish activitic~ becuse Pil- 
sudski knew full well that not a single 
Lithuanian soldier had been mobilized.

New York, Dec. 7 (AP.).—The 
Chandler Medal, awarded annually by 
Columbia University for achievement in 
chemical science, goes this year to Prof. 
Moses Gomberg, of Michigan Univer- 
sity, it was announced today. 

A native of Russia, Prof. Gomberg 
became a member of the Michigan Uni- 
versity teaching staff in 1893 and was 
made professor in 1904. In 1914 he 
won the Nichols Medal of the American 
Chemical Society .

Temperatures Are Far Below 
Zero at Points; Snow 
Is Piling Up. 


COLDER WEATHER AHEAD 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 7 (A.P.).— 
Winter bore down on the middle West 
and Southwest early today on the 
wings of a biting northwest wind, en- 
gulfing a far-flung area in its icy grip 
and bringing temperatures close to 
zero or below, accompanied by snow. 

The most bitter siege of the winter 
it was, leaving in its wake in the Rocky 
Mountain States subzero temperatures 
and roads blocked with snow. No loss 
of life had been reported except in 
Alberta, Canada, where several persons 
perished. In some sections the snow- 
fall had reached a depth of 2 to 3 feet 
and the storm was reported the most 
severe in recent years. At Denver it 
was 12 below zero and at Elk Park. 
Mont.. 35 below. 

Subzero temperatures in Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Iowa and northwestern Wisconsin en- 
hanced a blizzard that rapidly was 
blocking highways and affecting traffic 
in general. Schools were closed in St 
Paul because of the storm’s severity 

The cold wave whipped into the 
Southwest on the heels of mild 
weather, registering precipitate drops 
in temperature late in the night and 
throughout the day Snow delayed 
trains in western Kansas but over most 
of the State the fall was light. Garden 
City reported 10 degrees below zero 
this morning, a drop of 70 degrees in 
ten hours. 

Light snowfall accompanied the storm 


in northern and northeastern Oklahoma, 


with temperatures well below freezing 
even on the southern border of the 
State. 


Snow flurries prevailed in Missouri | 


today and the season’s lowest tempera- 
tures were recorded. At Kansas City 
thie mercury slid from 40 at midnight 
to 10 above zero before noon, with a 
minimum of Zero or lower forecast for 
morning. 

The storm was felt along the Texas 
coast, where northwest storm warnings 
were ordered. Winds of gale force with 
probably freezing temperatures’ by 
Thursday were forecast for that coastal 
region. The Texas Panhandle had its 
usual share of the cold wave, with snow 


and low thermometer readings. 


Rainfall over large areas was reported 
in States to the east and southeast. 

Forecasts generally called for even 
more severe weather tonight, with tem- 
peratures around freezing as far south 
as southern Louisiana.

The admission of this evidence, 
which was presented through John D. 
Pennington, prohibition administrator 
for the Pittsburgh district, one of those 
present when Walters made and signed 
th: confession two days after the crime, 
was the chief feature of today’s session 
of the trial. The testimony was ad- 
mitted over the vigorous objections of 
the defense. 

Every effort of the defense to have 
the motive for the crime, which is 
part of the confession, adinitted as evi- 
dence, has this far been balked, whe 
Court declining to permit that part of 
the confession which teils of admis- 
sions by Mrs. Waiters to ner husband 
of intimacy with Stotler, 1s cestimony. 


Wife to Testify Today. 


The defense, however, plans tc place 
Mrs. Walters upon the stand imme- 
diately upon completion “f+the State's 
testimony, and will have her tell of 
admissions to her husband several days 
before Stotler was slain, Ellsworth Rou- 
‘lette, chief of defense counsel, said 
Mrs. Walters is expected to take the 
stand tomorrow. . 

The prosecution, through State’s At- 
torney Harper Ballentine, who took the 
stand as a witness today, succeeded in 
having damaging testimony admitted as 
evidence.

In an effort to show another motive, 
the prosecution today first offered the 
testimony of Pennington, who told of 
having promised Walters the next open- 
'ing in the ranks of the Prohibition De- 
partment, and then J. J. Derr, a co- 
worker of Walters, who testified that 
Walters was a disgruntled employe of 
the department, believing chat Stotler 
was standing in the way of his receiv- 
ing this appointment. 

It was to remove Stotler in order that 
he could inherit his job that Walters 
planned to kill him, the State sought 
to show by the two witnesses, Derr testi- 
fying that Walters in conversation with 
him blamed Stotler with being responsi- 
ble for failure to receive the appoint- 
ment.

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 7 
Alfred E. Smith today. proposed radical 
changes in the laws governing the sen- 
tence, parole and probation of persons 
convicted of felony, at a conference 
with the New York State Crime Com- 
mission today. 


Chief among the governor’s recom- 
mendations, adoption of which, he said, 
would be the “sensible, modern, up-to- 
date way of treating criminals,” was a 
proposal that the power to sentence 
convicted felons be taken away from 
the judges of the courts and vested in 
a new board composed of psychiatrists 
and others qualified as criminologists 
and penologists, whose annual salaries 
should be at least $25,000 each. 

Abolition of the parole board, which 
at present consists of two members who 
are each paid $2,000 a year, was urged 
by the governor, who suggested in its 
place a board made up of the State 
commissioner of correction, the warden 
of the prison in which the candidate for 
parole was confined and a salaried of- 
ficial who should give all his time to 
1 e administrative work of the pro- 
posed new parole board. 

The supervision of probation, he told 
the commission was, in his opinion, 
not a State function, but was local and 
belonged properly to the judiciary. 

As to the pardoning power, Gov. 
Smith urged that no change be made 
in the existing statutes which vest that 
power with the chief executive. He 
opposed the creation of a board of par- 
done, which, he said, would be equiva- 
lent to setting up another court of ap- 
peals. 

“Pardon 1s so plenary a power that it 
becomes a matter of one man and his 
conscience” he said, adding that if a 
board of pardons were to be established 
its members would be “voting on each 
case without the inevitable sense of re- 
sponsibility which comes now.” 

Automatic restoration of citizenship 
after a discharged convict has conclud- 
ed a stipulated period of good conduct 
also was recommended by the Governor.

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RACIAL DISORDERS RAGE 
IN ROUMANIA, NEAR LINE 


Anti-Jewish Fighting Later 
Turned Against Magyars 
at Nagyvarad. 


Budapest, Hungary, Dec. 7 (A.P.).— 
Two days of disorder, during which 
three men were stabbed to death, many 
persons injured and several buildings 
destroyed, have occurred in the town. of 
Nagyvarad, Roumania, near the Rou- 
manian-Hungarian border, reports from 
the frontier state. 


The demonstrations were at first di- 
rected against the Jews and then 
against the Magyars. Nagyvarad for- 
merly belonged to Hungary, but was 
annexed to Roumania. 

The first disorders occurred Sunday. 
but are said to have been comparatively 
unimportant. On Monday there were 
somewhat bloody conflicts, with the re- 
sult that citizens were afraid to leave 
their homes. 

The atttendance of several thousand 
students from various parts of Transyl- 
vania for a congress was the occasion 
for the demonstration. The congress 
was held under the supervision of Prof. 
Cuza, noted as an anti-Semite. 

A man named Sonnefeld suspected of 
spying on the proceedings of the Con- 
gress, was stabbed to death. M. Vajsz- 
lovitz, owner of the Hotel du Parc, 
which was attacked by the students, 
was also stabbed to death as was an 
unnamed Hungarian actor. 
sons are reported to have been seri- 
ously injured. 

The offices of two Hungarian news- 
papers, a printing plant, the offices of 
the Catholic Union Society and the 
residence of Chiet Rabbi Leopold 
Kegskemeti were destroyed. 

The police were helpless. Gendarmes 
and cavalry reinforced them and order 
was restored. 

The citizens, nowever, are said to 
be afraid to leave their homes and 
both police and soldiers are reported to 
be patrolling the deserted streets. 
Tramway services have ceased. All 
shops are closed.

STEEL OUTPUT REAGHES 
LOW RECORD FOR YEAR 


Normal Slump, Is Explana- 
tion; Figures Under New 
Buying Mean Little. 


New York, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—Production 
in the steel industry today was reported 
at a new low for the year, steel ingot 
output being placed at 61 per cent of 
capacity. The figure represents a de- 
cline of 5 per cent in the last week and 
of 8 per cent in two weeks and is com- 
pared with the previous low of 62 per 
cent in September. 

Trade observers regarded the decline 
as seasonal and were optimistic, be- 
lieving that an extensive expansion in 
production will begin with the new 
year. It was explained that since 1921 
the industry has reached production 
peaks about March and November and, 
has experienced declines almost imme- 
diately thereafter. The present slump 
was attributed largely to delay in re- 
ceiving orders for rails, a situation it 
was said was certain to be corrected jn 
the spring, when production is begun 
on 260,000 tons of rails ordered re- 
cently. 

The appearance of fresh inquiries for 
6,000 railroad cars, with 4,000 pending, 
and heavy bookings of fabricated struc- 
tural steel, as well as sustained activity 
of agricultural implement manufacture 
ers and h-avier shipments to automo- 
bile plants, were said by the Iron Trade 
Review to assure increased production 
early in 1928. 

The trade was inclined to view the 
figures showing average production at 
61 per cent, that of the U. S. Steel 
Corporation at 63 per cent and of in- 
dependent steel companies at 60 per 
cent as being too low. Moreover, it 
was said production figures have lost 
most of their meaning, since adoption 
of the “hand-to-mouth” buying pglicy 
by steel consumers, quicker delivery by 
railroads and increased efficiency of 
steel plants themselves have made it 
possible to fill orders without great 
delay. Consequently, it was explained, 
there is no longer a need for con- 
tinued high production or the carrying 
of heavy inventories.

Envoys’ Principal Job Is to 
Separate Sheep From the 
Goats, He Declares. 


CITES SPYING ON WALKER 


In a speech that bristled with satire 
and irony, Representative Gallivan, of 


Massachusetts, yesterday attacked the 
State Department and its methods and 
coined a new phrase—"shirt-tail diplo- 
macy.” He spoke while the House was 
debating the first deficiency bill. 

“In older and more robust days,” he 
said, “America gave the world. what was 
called shirt-sleeve diplomacy — rough, 
resolute and productive of results. To- 
day we have shirt-tail diplomacy— 
suave, servile, socially serviceable abroad, 
nationally noxious at home, that crooks 
the pregnant hinges of the knee in alien 
courts and capitals and shows the 
abashed American the door.” 

The principal job of American diplo- 
mats abroad, the Bostonian said, was 
“to appraise American callers, separate 
the sheep from the goats, give the elect 
the administration hand and smile, ad- 
minister the boot and the bum’s rush 
to the unworthy, apologize for being 
Americans and shudder when the 
American flag and republic” are 
mentioned.”

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Whitehouse, of putting detectives on 
the trail of Mayor Walker of New York 


while the latter was touring Europe | 
His purpose, Gallivan said, was to “get |

ca.” 

“My old college friend, the Ambassa- 
dor to the Court of St. James,” con- 
tinued Gallivan, “fled to the Highlands 
of Scotland to avoid meeting the dis- 
tinguished tourist (Walker). Valiant 
enough to face a Scotch stag, his cour- 
age failed him at the thought of the 
Tammany tiger.” 

In conclusion, Gallivan said that he 
hated to vote away good money fo. 
bad American diplomatic service, and 
he expressed the hope that the coun- 
try would rid itself of “diplomatic 
detrimentals.”

Land Purchases Counter Reduction. 


Although $217,500 was appropriated 
|in 1928 for reclamation of the flats of 
the Anacostia River as a park, and but 
$180,000 for 1929, a reduction of $37,500% 
nevertheless $92,500 of the 1928 allot- 
ment was for land purchases necessary 
for the improvement, and 1929’s means 
an increase for current work. In years 
previous but $150,000 and $175,000 were 
apportioned, these including $25,000 
that had to be deducted or land pur- 
chases. 

The amount to be appropriated for 
the Office of Public Buildings and Pub- 
lic Parks of the National: Capital for the 
fiscal year 1929 is $2,584,980, while that 
for 1928 was $2,454,470, an increase of 
$130,510. 

Under the District subdivision for 
this office there are the following in- 
creases: $33,000 for personnel, %67,000 
for hastening Rock Creek-Potomac 
Parkway work, $2,894 in park police- 
men’s salaries and $1,000 in their uni- 
form and equipment fund.

$2,400 for care of the Emory Building, 
in the last named category, and $30,000 
for repairs to floors in the War and 
Navy Building. There were reductions 
in general expenses as follows: $20,000 
for construction of a vault in the Navy 
Building; $7,860, in buildings repairs, 
and a $3,000 decrease incidental to re- 
pair work. 

The sum of $300,000 for new Botanic 
Garden Buildings is allotted and the 
office of the supervising architect of 
the Capitol is allowed an increase of 
$21,700 for maintenance and repair of 
the Library; $2,000 for Senate office 
building maintenance; $10,774 for a 
Capitol power plant, and $5,000 for Lib- 
rary Building furniture. The appropri- 
ation is $932,258 lower than that for 
1928, and there are reductions of $17,- 
200 in the item of general maintenance 
and repairs, $6,532, for the House Office 
Building, and $1,000, for the allotment 
for trees, shrubs and plants. 


More for Botanic Garden. 


There is an increase of $10,660 for 
the Botanic Garden budget for sal- 
aries, repairs and improvements. 

A total of $2,300,000 is appropriated 
to the Arlington Memorial Bridge Com- 
mission for its bridge across the Poto- 
mac. This, together with previous con- 
tinuing appropriations, should carry 
the project to the close of the fiscal 
year 1929. The appropriation for the 
entire project is $14,750,000, extending 
over a period of ten years, and $5,500,- 
000 will have been appropriated up to 
the end of 1928. 

The National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission will receive its usual 
$600,000 for land purchases, of which 
but $150,000 is without the .125 per 
cent restriction as to price paid on as- 
sessed value. The National. Zoological 
Park’s appropriation, $180,000, repre- 
sents a $5,000 increase for general ex- 
penses, 

Appropriations totaling $700,000 for 
the American Battle Monuments Com- 
mission is a continuing one, the esti- 
mate for 1929 being for continued con- 
struction of memorials on European 
battlefields in commemoration of the 
services of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. The sum of $1,995,750 has 
been appropriated to the end of the 
next fiscal year for this work. Three 
million dollars is given for it under 
congressional act, and it is estimated 
$2,695,750 will have been expended to 
the close of the fiscal year 1929. *

accounted for mainly by the Navy 
building program, Army housing and a 
continuation of the five-year aviation 
program for the Army and Navy. 

A reduction of even $225,000,000 in 
taxes, Mr. Coolidge emphasized, is de- 
pendent on “continued prosperity” and 
rigid Government economy. He ex- 
plained that the estimated surplus for 
the coming fiscal year is $252,540,000, 
of which $75,000,000 is from non- 
recurring sources. | 

Flood control and other projects not 
yet acted upon by Congress are not 
provided for in this estimated surplus, 
he explained, and “it is reasonably 
certain that some of them will be en- 
acted into law.” Adequate flood con- 
trol, he added, “meets the requirement 
of absolute and urgent necessity.” 

“The assurance that Federal expendi- 
tures will be kept within Federal re- 
ceipts,” the President declared, “has bul- 
warked public confidence, it has con- 
tributed measurably to the prosperous 
condition of the country, it has minis- 
tered to the justifiable pride of our 
people in their Government and in its 
orderly and sane processes. 


Opposes Jeopardizing Budget. 


“To jeopardize our balanced budget, 
to do anything that in the most remote 
degree would threaten to interfere with 
the orderly processes of wise financing, 
to take steps in theinterest of tax re- 
duction that would necessitate either 
revolutionary curtailment of Federal 
projects and activities or compel a 
later upward revision of tax rates, or 
both, is unthinkable. I am convinced 
the people of this country are over- 
whelmingly in favor of keeping the 
budget balanced, and are just as over- 
whelmingly opposed to any measure or 
measures that would make any other 
results even remotely possible.” 

If the budget recommendations are 
followed, Navy expenditures for the next 
year will be increased $48,000,000. This 
includes provision for prosecution of 
work on all projects authorized by Con- 
gress with the exception of three sub- 
marines and twelve destroyersauthorized 
in 1916, for which Mr. Coolidge said no 
funds are desired now. Under this pro- 
gram two submarines and eight cruisers 
would be under construction next year, 
and two of the cruisers would be prac- 
tically completed in 1929. Funds also 
are recommended for modernization of 
the battleships Oklahoma and Nevada 
and for the lighter-than-air ship al- 
ready authorized by Congress. 


$13,281,000 for Army Housing. 


For Army housing u total of $13,281,000 
is recommended for expenditure during 
this and next year, about half of it 
being included in the supplemental es- 
timate. The Army estimates contem- 
plate a regular army of 118,750 enlisted 
men, slightly larger than the present, 
with 12,000 officers, the same as now. 

Recommended appropriations for the 
Army and Navy air services would give 
the Navy 696 of the 1,000 planes pro- 
vided by the five-year program and the 
Army an unestimated number of the 
1,800 airplanes authorized for it at the 
end of five years. Also funds would be 
available during the next year to com- 
plete more than 10,000 miles of lighted 
airways, aS contemplated in the De- 
partment of Commerce aviation pro- 
gram, 

The President in his message ac- 
companying the budget called for a 
curtailment of Federal aid to State 
projects, a policy which he regards as 
hurtful rather than helpful to States. 


Against More Federal Aid. 


“As shown in the maternity and in- 
fancy act,” he said, “when once the 
Government engages in such an enter- 
prise it is almost impossible to ter- 
minate its connection therewith. We 
should not only decidedly refuse to 
countenance additional Federal partici- 
pation in State aid projects but should 
make careful study of all our activities 
of that character with a view to cur- 
tailing them.” 

For the first time since prohibition 
went into effect, a decrease rather 
than an increase in the funds for dry 
law enforcement is sought. A cut of 
$591,265 in the Prohibition Bureau's 
allotment for next year is the result, 
it was explained, of economies in ad- 
ministration and in the reorganization 
of the bureau, which resulted in the 
transfer of some employes to other 
agencies of the Government. 

The effect of transfers is felt by the 
customs service for which an additional

In doing so it 
discovered a new river, a large lake and

The survey’s Alaska expedition of 
last summer has returned, after map- 
ping a territory of more than 2,000 
square miles in the Alaska range and 
adjacent country. This area heretofore 
has been shown as an unknown space 
on the map. 

The party, headed by 8S. R. Capps, a 
geologist, discovered the River Chat- 
kachatna, the drainage basin of which 
covers an area Of more than 1,000 square 
miles.

The River rises 
in what Mr. Capps described as a “su- 
perb lake,” named: Chakachamma, 23 
miles long, hemmed in behind lofty 
mountains and impounded behind a 
great glacier.

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ILLINOIS LOSES ITS RIGHTS. 


Fifty senators voted yesterday to ex- 
clude the senator-elect from Illinois. As 
only 32 senators voted to seat him, the 
action of the 50 becomes the action of 
the Senate. The Senate temporarily 
denies to Illinois its equal representation 
in the Senate. : 


The State of Illinois can be perma- | 


nently deprived of its two senators with 
as much justice as it can be deprived of 
them for one hour. 

No State in the Union can be sure 
hereafter that it will be represented in 
the Senate by two men of its own choice. 

The inquiry into the Smith case will 
proceed, with one of the States of the 
Union unable to exert its equal powers in 
the making of laws and treaties. During 
the inquiry the Nation’s business is to be 
transacted, but Illinois will have less 
than a State’s right to participate in the 
business. All other States will have two 
votes to Illinois’ one. 

The senator-elect from Illinois has 
been granted the privilege of appearing 
as a private citizen, without a senator’s 
rights or powers, to plead for the seat to 
which he is entitled. Having convicted 
him in advance, the Senate will now con- 
sider the evidence in his case. Mr. Smith 
should stand upon his rights as a senator- 
elect, and should refuse to enter the 
Senate chamber except upon his way to 
take the oath. 

The State of Illinois is not required by 
the Constitution to ask permission of the 
Senate to admit its senators. 

Evidently a majority of senators stand 
ready to exclude the senator-elect from 
Pennsylvania also. Very well; if sen- 
ators already seated can exclude one sen- 
ator-elect they can exclude all new- 
comers. | 

Ignorance, cowardice and partisanship 
have combined to commit the United 
States Senate to a vidlation of the Con- 
stitution. It is a melancholy exhibition 
of the Senate’s rapid degeneracy during 
the last few years. Apparently very few 
of the clear thinkers in that body gave 
‘any consideration whatever to their con- 
stitutional duty in this matter. The 
whole Senate is tainted by the action of a 
little more than half its membership. 

If a town council or a county board of 
supervisors should convict one of its 
members first and then provide for trying 
him afterward it would make itself a 
subject of ridicule and contempt. But no 
town council or board of supervisors has 
made such a blunder. Only the Senate 
of the United States has done so. 


INFLUX OF CRIMINALS. 

It can no longer be denied that organized 
crime has struck Washington. The minor ma- 
rauding of the Cat is serious enough. There 
can be no comparison between his petty activ- 
ities, however, and the more serious crimes of 
burglary and banditry that have been perpe- 
trated during the last few days. 

Within a 36-hour period three jewelry 


stores were robbed and the runner of a local 
bank was held up in broad daylight. Subse- 
quently headquarters detectives rounded up a 
band of seven suspected criminals. Two ad- 
mitted having participated in robberies in other 
jurisdictions. Five are believed to be members 
of an organized gang. 

It has been pointed out that enforcement of 
the Baumes Laws in New York and newly en- 
acted habitual criminal statutes in New Jersey, 
Michigan, Illinois, California and other States 
would tend to drive criminals to jurisdictions 
~ ¢n which their calling might be plied without 
incurring risk of life imprisonment. Appar- 
ently Washington has gained the name of being 
a comparatively safe place in which to work. 
The appearance of out-of-town criminals is a 
sinister sign. 

The metropolitan police force must be more 
energetic than ever, in view of the fact that 
this is holiday season with shops and homes 
displaying and storing more than the usual 
quantities of valuables. The round-up that 
netted the seven suspects was a commendable 


example of police activity. There should be 


more of the same type. For the time being 
this is the only’ manner in which Washington 
‘can combat organized crime. _

VOTE PARALYSIS. 


In his address before the Republican Na- 
tional Committee Chairman William M. Butler 
laid particular stress upon the 
paralysis of the body politic’? which is re- 
sponsible for the apparently increasing dis- 
inclination of the American people to perform 
their duty as citizens through the exercise of 
the right of suffrage. Chairman Butler inti- 
mated very broadly his belief that the primary 
system of choosing candidates is responsible 
in a great measure for the apathetic state of 
the electorate. 

“The popular primary system had become 
general by 1910 and 1912” said Mr. Butler, 
“by which time about two-thirds of our eligible 
citizens were exercising suffrage. Since that 
time this percentage has slumped to one-half.” 
But the chairman did not wish to be under- 
stood as arguing against the popular primary. 
His statement was intended ‘‘to show that the 
popular primary has not solved the problem of 
civic indifference.”’ 

Mr. Butler quoted from a report issued by? 
the American Civic Federation last January, 
as follows: 

In round numbers the vote in 1922 
was more than 21,000,000; in 1924, near- 
ly 30,000,000, and in 1926, less than 
22,000,000. But, when the percentage of 
new voters is considered, there is nothing 
to show for the work of all our organiza- 
tions in 1926, although it can safely be 
assumed that without such an effort the 
results would have been much more dis- 
heartening—a negative consolation at 
best. However, in comparing the 1926 
and 1922 election returns, let us not, lose 
sight of the far more disturbing facts in 
the situation; namely, that when we cast 
21,000,000 votes in 1922, there were 
58,000,000 eligible voters, but in 1926 
with an eligible voting list of 62,000,000 
only 22,000,000 cast the ballot. 

The prediction was repeatedly made during 
*the long campaign to obtain equal suffrage for 
women that this extension of the franchise 
would stimulate interest in politics. This has 
been borne out only to a moderate degree. 
Women are not any more conscientious than 
men in going to the polls. 

Chairman Butler offered no remedy for the 
condition which confronts the Republicans as 
well as those of the opposite party except to 
say that “we are justified in depending on the 
organized party women to bring about the 
success desired.” This looks as though the 
chairman were attempting to shift the burden 
of the next campaign upon the shoulders of 
the women. That is hardly fair, unless it is 
the purpose of the organization to reward 
the women more liberally than they have been 
rewarded in the past. 


BRITISH SETTLERS FOR CANADA. 


The Canadian government, anxious to build 
up the population of the Dominion and, at the 
same time, to attract the right and desired kind 
cf immigrant, is offering, through its official 
press bureau in London, a number of facilities 
to intending British settlers. For land workers 
and female household helps, there is available 
a cheap rate of £2 from a British port to Que- 
bec. To these classes the Dominion govern- 
ment guarantees work for a period of five 
years. The need for them is so great that 
there is no limitation as to number. 

Farms may also be acquired in Canada on 
favorable terms. For example, over a period 
of six years from March 1 next, it is intended 
to place 500 British families on improved 
farms, which have been acquired by the gov- 
ernment of New Brunswick. The imperial 


purchase stock and equipment up to £300 for 
any one farm. The £2 rate is available here 
also, and children under seventeen travel free. 

For young men and boys, various under- 
takings are in force. In Alberta there is a 


finds employment for the students during the 
summer. Ontario assumes similar responsi- 
bility for boys who have passed certain exami- 
nations and won certain scholarships. Between 
them, the imperial and the Dominion govern- 
ments are expending over a period of ten 
years, a sum of £1,000,000 in placing British 
boys between fourteen and twenty on farm 
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regular course of training at agricultural 
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so trained reaches the age of twenty-one, he 
will, provided he has gained the necessary ex- 
perience and has saved £100, be eligible for a 
loan up to £500 to purchase and equip a farm 
of his own. 

One splendid feature of all these immigra- 
tion plans is that a Canadian medical service 
is established in Britian, with depots at con- 
venient centers. There medical examination 
of prospective settlers is conducted free of 
charge before they have broken up their homes. 

The inducements held out to the British to 
settle in Canada are certainly very great. To 
what extent they will avail themselves of the 
offers made remains to be seen. At any rate 
it is an infinitely better way of caring for the 
surplus population of the motherland than the 
system of birth control and restriction, recently 


advocated publicly by the British minister of 
health. 


GROWTH OF CREAMERIES. 


“The Passing of the Dairy Maid” would be 
a suitable title for the report of Dr. C. W. 
Larson, chief of the Bureau of Dairy Industry 
of the Department of Agriculture, for the re- 
port shows that the picturesque young woman 
s0 long associated with the production of 
butter is rapidly disappearing from the dairy 
farms of this country. 

Instead of the old-fashioned dasher churn, 
which was followed later by the barrel variety, 
there is found today the cream separator and 
the milking machine, | 

“Farm butter” is still looked upon in some 
sections as superior to that produced in the 
creameries. But from 1904 to 1920 creamery 
production increased 60 per cent, and during 
the last six years another 60 per cent increase 
in production by the creameries has taken 
place. Dr. Larson finds, also, that the greater 
demand for milk in the cities, especially those 
of the Northeastern section, has resulted in the 
shifting of the manufacturing center of butter 
from time to time. Increases in butter produc- 
tion by the Southern, Western and Central 
States has largely compensated for the decrease 
in the Northeastern States from 26 per cent 
of the total creamery butter in 1904 to about 
2.6 per cent in 1926. 

Minnesota now produces twice as much as 
all the Northwestern States produced twenty 
years ago. lowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
now produce more creamery butter than was 
made in the whole United States twenty years 
ago. 

But the Northwest must watch out if it 
would maintain this lead, for the thirteen 
Southern States are making rapid strides in 
butter making, having increased the production 
of creamery butter more than 2,500 per cent in 
the last twenty years, 


GIRL SCOUTS. 


Although the local Girl Scout organization 
has been largely self-supporting, a critical pe- 
riod in its financial] affairs has arisen that 
makes necessary the raising of funds. This 
week men and women interested in the Scouts 
have been canvassing the city in the second 
maintenance fund campaign ever undertaken. 

The Scouts need $55,000 for their support 
until 1930. There is a deficit of $4,000 which 
must be met. The 1928 budget calls for 
$9,000, and $10,000 will be needed for 1929. 
Educational work demands an_ additional 
$5,000 and for the purchase and equipment 
of a permanent camp site, a project long antic- 
ipated,, the Scouts are asking the people of 
Washington for $25,000. 

Scouthood trains girls in the arts of home- 
making, health building and good citizenship, 
three fundamental attributes if the girlhood of 
the Nation is to progress properly to woman- 
hood and motherhood. The 1,200 girls who 
already belong to. the organization are learning 
to cook, to sew and to keep a house in order, 
to render voluntary service cheerfully in the 
home, at school and in the community. Their 
lives and their characters are being built for 
the greater tasks of tomorrow. Sixty thousand 
Washington girls should belong to this organi- 
zation. No better plan for developing good 
womanhood could be devised. 

The Girl Scouts of Washington should have 
the cordial support of all citizens. 


MUNICIPAL FILLING STATIONS 


The right of a municipality to engage in the 

sale of gasoline and oil was sustained by the 
United States Supreme Court on Monday. The 
decision is likely to have a decided effect upon 
the filling station industry. 
- During the last three or four years a num- 
ber of municipalities in the Northwest have 
established stations at which the motorist has 
been able to secure gas and oil at prices 
below those demanded by privately owned sta- 
tions. One of these cities was Lincoln, Nebr., 
the citizens of which believed that the prices 
demanded by the Standard Oil Co. were 
altogether out of proportion to the cost of the 
fuel. The action of the City of Lincoln was 
attacked in the local courts by the Standard, 
which upon being defeated in the State tribu- 
nals appealed to the court of last resort and 
lost out. 

The method of determining the price at 
which their products shall be sold at retail has 
never been satisfactorily explained by the oil 
corporations. . Distance from the place of pro- 
duction apparently never enters into the equa- 
tion. The prices are arbitrarily fixed according 
to some zoning system, and the motorist has 
no iflea when he starts on a journey what to 
expect in the way of prices. On a recent occa- 
sion, one driver over the Susquehanna Trail 
found that the same grade of gasoline cost him 
2 cents a gallon less in Pennsylvania than 
he paid in Maryland, while the difference in 
price between Pennsylvania and New York was 
6 cents a gallon, in favor of New York. 

Unless the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Lincoln case leads the oil companies 
to adopt a more equitable method of price fix- 
ing it is likely that the precedent set by Lincoln 
will be followed by a great many other cities 
and villages.

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MADDEN'S GiARGES 
ARE CALLED FALOE 
AY BUILDERS ‘ERE 


Proof of Statement or Public 
| Retraction Asked by Com- 
| mittee of Exchange. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
BACKS UP CONTRACTORS 


Collusion on School Work Is 
Impossible, Declaration 
of Members. 


Local contractors yesterday struck 
back at Representative Martin B. Mad- 


den, chairman of the House appropria- 
tions committee, who charged at hear- 
ings on the deficiency bill that there 
is collusion among bidders on school- 
houses in. the District of Columbia. 

Demanding that Representative Mad- 
den either prove his statements or make 
public retraction, a special committee 
of the Washington Builders & Manufac- 
turers Exchange described the charge of 
collusion as “absolute falsehoods with- 
out foundation in fact or fancy.” 

The committee declared that it will 
be glad to meet with Madden at “any 
place, day and hour that he may ap- 
point in order that he may have ‘an 
opportunity to produce proof of his 
statements.” The committee is pre- 
pared to prove with statistics that there 
is no collusion, agreement or dishonesty 
of any sort among local contractors, 
it announced. 


Reflection Called Despicable. 


“It is despicable to say the least that 
reflection should be cast on members 
of the Builders & Manufacturers Ex- 
change without foundation in fact or 
reason,” the committee asserted. 
Representatives of all but one of the 
local construction firms which have 
been awarded bids for the construction 
of public schools were present at the 
meeting. The committee members re- 
fused to reveal their names declaring 
that they did not want to make a 
personal issue of the controversy. They 
declared that the fact that bidders 
from all-parts of the United States fig- 
ure on the public school work here in 
itself defeats the possibility of collu- 
sion. at 
The committee anounced.that the 
National Association of Builders’ Ex- 
change would support the local ex- 
change in its stand against Madden. 


Statement Made ‘t Hearing. 


Madden’s statement, which aroused 
the ire of the builders, came while he 
was questioning Municipal Architect 
Harris as to why the st of carrying 
forward the construction of the Garnet- 
Patterson School might be higher later 
if the $80,000 appropriated for the work 
were not allowed to be spent. now. 
Madden said: 


“It is generally understood—of 


course, I do not know how true it is, 
but it is fair to assume that it is fairly 
true—that these bids are all made in 
collusion—that is, made between con- 
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tractors, and one contractor will get 
the school, and the next one will get 
the next school at a higher price than 
we Ought to pay, and the next one will 
get the next school.” 

The committee yesterday refused to 
go into any detail in replying to Mad- 
den’s Charges, contenting itself with 
stating that they are “false.”

Central was 
leading in this game, with a few 
seconds to play, and seemed as- 
sured of victory when Hogarth, of 
Eastern, potted one from near the 
middle of the floor just about the 
time the whistle was blown end- 
ing the game. 


In the debate that followed, further 
play became impossible and so the 
pries was settled as a tie. 

Last season Central and Western 
yaged a merry struggle in an abbre- 
ted series, and Central, being away 
but in front at the time the series was 
Hiscontinued, gained the champion- 
ship. Central then went on to win 
he Pennsylvania tournament, the ban- 
mer event in: basketball circles in this 
vicinity, after having threatened to do

today, another famous character of San 
Francisco’s boxing heydey passed on 
to join the list that now includes Bob 
Fitzsimmons, Peter Jackson, “Spider” 
Kelly and many others. 

Griffo came to San Francisco -in 
1893—old timers recall the day he 
walked off the ship that brought him 
from Sydney, New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia. He became a character from 
the start, eager,\to fight but unwilling 
to train. 

Tim McGrath, famous second, de- 
scribes Griffo as “one of the real phan- 
toms of the ring,” so elusive that “I’ve 
seen him go through more than one 
twenty-round fight without so much 
as being hit above the shoulders.” 

The little Australian refused to take 
training seriously and no handler ever 
succeeded in making him do so. If 
he had, McGrath says, he might have 
become a world’s champion. Had he 
possessed a harder punch, he would 
have been the pugilistic marvel of all 
times, veterans of the ring here claim. 
But he was too fast and clever to have 
been a hard hitter. 

Glory or money meant little to Griffo, 
but he was exceedingly fond of music 
and spent most of his time in Rosale’s 
Cafe, popular in the old days, but no 
longer in existence. Once McGrath hit 
on the idea of providing music for 
Griffo while he trained. He engaged a 
piano and singer, moved the musical 
combination to quarters about 6 miles 
out of town, and informed the press 
that Griffo had reformed. 

But at 3 o’clock the next morning 
while McGrath was sitting in a cafe 
reading a sports article about the novel 
training scheme, in walked young 
Griffo in an old red flannel undershirt. 
He had traded his sweater for a wagon 
ride back to Bask in the bright lights 
again. 

Griffo mostly thought in terms of 
fighting. One evening he and McGrath 
were passing the Grand Opera House 
(now aoe and a big crowd was 
in fro 

“What? s that crowd there for?” asked 
Griffo. 

“Why they’re going in to see the 
Great Patti,” McGrath replied. (Patti 
was a famed singer.) 

“By the bloomin’ cove,” said Griffo, 
“Why do they pay to see that bum? I 
stopped him in four rounds over in 
Sydney.” 

Griffo thought Patti was a fighter. 

Although he met the best ringsters of 
his day, but few were able to defeat 
Griffo. His longest bout was 55 rounds 
with Ike Weir, the Belfast spider.

CURB MARKET REVIEW. 


New York, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—Confused 


'Curb Market, but the main trend was 
downward in sympathy with the move- 
ment on the “Big Board.” The sudden 
decline in some of the recent strong 
spots disclosed the presence of a top- 
heavy speculative position of which the 
bears were quick to take ‘advantage, but 
good support was forthcoming for most 
of the seasoned dividned payers. 

Pessimistic comment on the immedi- 
ate future of the oil industry was re- 
flected in the heaviness of the pertro- 
leum shares, although the losses, as a 
rule, were slight. Vacuum showed in- 
dependent strength. Bancitaly Cor- 
poration, which has been heavily traded 
in during recent months, broke more 
than 4 points, to 135%, but recovered 
half its loss. Pronounced heaviness also 
was shown by Insurance Co. of North 
America, McCall Corporation, Midland 
Steel Products, Sparks Withington, 
Syracuse Washing Machine and United 
Verde Extension. 

General Alloys, which was trans- 
ferred to the curb from the Boston 
Stock Exchange, where it closed yester- 
day at 13, was run up to 14% and 
then eased to 14. The company, which 
has 100,000 shares of stock outstanding, 
has contracts with Ford, General Mo- 
tors, General Electric, Pennsylvania 
Railroad and other large industrial and 
railroad corporations, 

Canadian Marconi was again hevily 
bought on expectation of increased prof- 
its through the installation of a beam 
radio system to Montreal, touching a 
new peak at 213-16. Independent 
strength also was shown by @ number 
of other issues, new peak prices for the 
year or longer being registered by Sid- 
ney Blumenthal, which ran up from 24 
to 30; Consolidated Dairy Products com- 
mon ‘and preferred, Alles & Fisher, Ev- 
ans Auto Loading, National Public Serv- 
ice B and several others.

Federal Proportion Dwindles, 


The new budget of $40,431,186 ts ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 more than the 
District appropriation for 1924, It was 
predicted yesterday that in a few years 
the budget. will have reached the $50,- 
000,000 mark. And herein lies the 
argument for a change in the fiscal 
relations policy. 

When Congress in 1924 voted to end 


the 60-40 plan, whereby the Federal 
Government paid 40 per cent and the 
District government paid 60 per cent 
of the city’s expenses, and decided to 
begin appropriating an annual lump 
sum of $9,000,000 as the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s share, the change was not 
felt so much. 

But simce then the expenses have 
been mounting steadily, and the pro- 
portion of $9,000,000 to the whole has 
bern decreasing steadily. In this fiscal 
year it represents 28.82 per cent of the 
total cost, the ‘District paying the re- 
mainder. And in the fiscal year ot 
1929, unless Congress votes to go back 
to the 60-40 plan, it will represent only 
22 per cent. 


Zihimean Backs 60-40 Plan. 


Recognizing the lack of fairness in 
the present fiscal policy, Representa- 
tive Zihlman, chairman of the House 
District committee, already has intro- 
duced a bill to remedy the situation 
His bill calls for restoration of the 
60-40 plan in 1929 and sets up a com- 
mittee of fifteen—five senators. five 
representatives and five District citi- 
zens—to recommend every year there- 
after what ercvh government’s share 
of the expenses should be. 

The new budget’ proposes increased 
appropriations for the public schools 
and for street and road repair; recom- 
mends funds to hire 25 additional 
policemen and to create a No. 15 Police 
Precinct Station; calls for a new fire 
engine company and provides for a 
number of .other important items. 

For public schools the amount pro- 
posed is $12,156,130, which is $158,115 
in excess of the school appropriation for 
1928. The estimates provide for 95 
additional teachers for varying periods 
of service during the year, based upon 
Class needs ard. probable date of oc- 
cupancy of new buildings; and in- 
clude $250,000 for completing the con- 
struction of the new McKinley Tech- 
nical High School, $250,000 for a 
stadium and improvement of the 
grounds at this school, and $350,000 
for completing the equipment of the 
school. 


Schools Largest Item. 


The sum of $70,500 is recommended 
for remodeling and equipping the old 
McKinley High School for use as the 
Shaw Junior High School and for re- 
modeling and equipping the old Shaw 
School for use as a colorea business 
high. 

The estimates provide for construc- 
tion of new school buildings that will 
contain 62 classrooms. These buildings 
are scheduled to be completed in 1929. 
Items are included for the purchase of 
land for a new health school for colored 
children and for a new location for the 
old Bell School. It is proposed that a 
sum not to exceed $100,000, to be drawn 
from balances from prior appropria- 
tions, be made available for the im- 
provement of school grounds. 

The umount recommended for the 
schools is the largest single sum in the 
District budget. And while it is $158,- 
115 more than the 1928 appropriation 
it is $3,275,813 less than wes asked for 
by Superintendent of Schools Ballou. 


Street Estimates Increase. 


The estimates for street and road im- 
provement represent an increase of 
$356,700 over the current appropriation 
for that purpose, which tis $3,773,300 
They include, in addition to larger 
amounts for paving new streets and for 
repaving and repairing old streets and 
suburban roads, a total of $178,000 to 
cover the cost of reconstructing the 
floor system of the Highway Bridge over 
the Potomac River, and $5,000 for the 
preparation of plans and specifications 
for the elimination of the Michigan 
avenue grade crossing. Increases of 
$25,000 for cleaning streets and of 
$50,000 for the collection and disposal 
of refuse are recommended. 

The estimates for the Police Depart- 
ment not only provide for 25 addi- 
tional policemen and a new No. 15 
Police Precinct Station, but for a speed 
boat costing $6,000 and a heavy-duty 
Diesel-engine boat costing $20,000. 
The total estimates for the department 
amount to $3,209,180. 

For a site for a new fire engine com- 
pany, an estimate of $12,000 is recom- 
mended. The company would be lo- 
cated in the vicinity of Connecticut 
and Nebraska avenues. Another $12,000 
is recommended for the purchase of a 
motor-driven rescue squad wagon. The 
estimates for the department total 
$2,130,015, which is $8,847 less than the 
1928 appropriation. 

An increase of $56,000 is recom- 
mended for the workhouse at Occoquan 
to provide two additional dormitories 
and a dining hall and kitchen, and for 
reconditioning and enlarging the brick 
plant at that institution. 


$350,000 for Nurses’ Home. 


A sum of $350,000 is recommendea 
for the construction of a nurses’ home 
at Columbia Hospital, and $25,000 is 
recommended for a lying-in asylum at 
the same hospital. It is recommended 
that money belonging to the hospital 
which had previously been. covered into 
the Treasury be refunded. 

An increase of $20,595 is recom- 
mended for general repairs and im- 
provements to playgrounds and swim- 
ming pools, and to provide for the 
equipment and operation of two addi- 
tional playgrounds, The total ,mount 

recommended for the plcyground de- 
»artment is $192,030. 

For street lighting, an increase ol 
$20,395 is recommended. This will 
make possible a continuation of the 
; | Program of replacing gas lamps and 

electric lamps with improved 
electrical lighting equipment. The 
total asked for the office of the elec- 
trical engineer is $1,136,070. - 

An estimate of $465,000 is provided 
for completing the construction of the 
domestic service and ward buildings 
at Gallinger Municipal Hospital. 

For general expenses, public build- 
ings and public parks, the budget 
recommends an increase for 1929 of 
$67,000 over the 1926 appropriation 
of $358,000. The increase is principally 
for the purpose of expediting the im- 
provement of the Rock Creek and Po- 
tomac connecting parkway,

DIPLOMATS HEAR PLEA 
FOR UNDERSTANDING 


Warfare to Continue, Sapp 
Says, Until Nations Reach 
Mutual Agreement. 


Arthur H. Sapp, of Huntington, W. 


described the history of Rotary clubs 
in the United States and the spread of 
the movement to foreigh countries, and 
with it a new understanding of foreign 
relations between the countries, at 
international luncheon of the _ loc 
club, given yesterday in the Willar 
Hotel. 

Members of virtualiy every country 
represented at Washington were pres- 
ent, headed by the Gean of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, Sir Esme Howard, the 
British Ambassador, in addition to sevy- 
eral members of the Cabinet. Also 
present were 20 Rotary presidents and 
2 Rotary governors. 

The speaker declared most wars were 
| “business wars,” and asserted conflicts 
betwecn nations will continue until 
there comes a mutual understanding 
among ali the peopies of the civilized 
world to make theim impossible. Mr. 
Sapp contended that Rotary, through 
its motto, “He. profits most who serves 
best,” and by its active promotion of 
understanding amony the business men 
of the world, can assist in solving the 
| international probie:n of peace. 


Reason Suggested for Wars. 

“International difficulties frequently 
arise because nations stand on differe 
ent premises,” he saia “When the is- 
sues are made up and there is a mu- 
tual understanding of those issues the 
problem can usualiy be solved The 
reason for years of discussion follow- 
ing a war as to its causes is indicative 
of the fact that wars usually. begin 
because of lack of understanding | 
the combatants. Today I think we all 
stand on one major premise and that 
is this—we celebrated a few weeks ago 
and ne delighted tc celebrate, an 
armistice, and not clare 
ge a declaration of 

“The sixth object of Rotary is a pro- 
nouncement for ‘the advancement of 
understanding, good-will and interna- 
tional peace throughout a _ world of 
fellowship of business and professional 
men united in the ideal of service.” 

In passing near four months in Eu- 
rope, Mr. Sapp declared it was his 
privilege to visit Rotary clubs in four- 
teen countries, and his observations 
convinced him that the peace and pros- 
perity of the world will not come by 
the lessening of the patriotic impulse, 
but rather by the increasing of patriot- 
ism among all men and all nations.” 

“No man,” he deciared, “is fit to be 
a citizen of the world who is not a 
patriotic citizen of his own country. 
The abolition of war will not come be- 
cause men refuse fight for their 
country’s good, but because men, for 
their country’s good, will make fighting 
unnecessary. There is not = man here 
who would not make the supreme sac- 
rifice upon the call of his country, and 
no man is worthy of the name of Ro- 
tarian who would not fight for his 
country, regardless of which one of the 
43 flags that man lived under. The 
basis of a good Rotarian lies in his 
citizenship, and this can not be sep- 
arated from his patri ‘ism. 

“Interest today, as never before, spans 
the seas. We in America are interested 
more than ever in the happenings of 
foreign countries. To more tran 100, 
0U0 men in America, united under the 
Rotarian flag, the foreign countries, 
particularly those where Rotary club 
abound, form a new and intersely in- 
teresting s* dy. ; 

The speaker asserted that Rotary was 
no longer American, but international. 
He said there may be some necessary 
steps to be taken to make it function 
thoroughly as an international force, 
but nevertheless today Rotary is the 
concomitant of the best thought of all 
of the nations under its flag. Rotary in 
Europe is an established thing, he con-« 
tinued. The more than 70 clubs in the 
British Isles have had a tremendous 
effect upon the life of the British Em- 
pire. So effective has the movement 
become, he said, that the Menckens and 
Sinclair Lewises of the British Isles do 


not point the finger of humor at Brit- 
ish Rotary. ‘ 


Organize in Germany. 


Mr. Sapp said his address would not 
be complete without mentioning one 
of the outstanding facts of the year’s 
work being presented—that of the es- 
tablishment of Rotary in Germany. The 
German advisory extension committee, 
which met in Paris in September, pre- 
pared a list of prospective members for 
the first Rotary Club in Hamburg. From! 
this list an organizing committee was 
formed, and as a result 33 men, lead- 
ers of high standing, were selected. He 
described the extension into Germany 
as a “happy event.”
